That was quite a switch by the 
Pottstown school board the other night 
when the directors rejected bids tor an 
addition to the West End elementary 
school at Walnut and Ryan stieets. 
It was quite a switch, for in this day 
and age the trend has been toward a 
program of spend and spend and tax 
and tax. School boards have been ac­ 
cused of tossing around the public’s 
m oney with reckless abandon. The tax­ 
payer complained often and loud about 
frills and unneeded gingerbread. 
But the Pottstown school board re­ 
jected bids because the estimates were 
$155,000 above the estimated cost. Dr. 
Brower B. Verger, the president, said 


new estimates will be asked. 
The taxpayer should be pretty hap­ 
py with the Pottstown board’s: action, 
it would have been easy for the direc­ 
tors to have made excuses about the 
rising costs of everything that goes into 
school building construction, the high 
cost of labor, and so fourth. 
Instead, the Pottstown school board 
called a halt to the squandering of the 
taxpayer’s dollar. It’s to be commended 
for the action. The Mercury recom­ 
mends this type action to other public 
bodies. 
Economy in government is desired, 
but seldom obtained 
Only citizen vigilance will k e e p 
down costs. 


A M isse d Blow at Communism 


Washington m i s s e d one of the 
greatest opportunities that has come in 
many a day to strike a deadly blow at 
communism when it failed to grant im­ 
mediate asylum to Stalin’s daughter. 
If she had found a ready welcome, 
who can tell what other high Soviet of­ 
ficials might have followed her ex­ 
ample? 
If Stalin’s daughter had been will­ 
ing to tell all she knew about commu­ 
nism, its cruelties and inefficiencies, it 
would have had a profound effect on 
world opinion concerning t h e utter 
failure of Marxism to make good on its 
promises. 
This all goes to show what we have 
long contended: that our government 
is not interested in overthrowing com­ 
munism, but rather in buddy in g up to 
it and in fact becoming more like it. 
Th e re w ou 111 s ee m t o be no ot h e r 
apparent reason for the failure to ex­ 
tend an immediate hospitable welcome 
to Svetlana. 
To pretend that the policy of our 
government i s against communism 
while it hedges on giving asylum to 
high ranking defectors is transparently 
false. 
Encouraging defectors, especially 
those of high rank, is one of the most 
effective means of proving that com­ 
munism is a failure. 
In view of the current purges taking 
place in China, who knows how many 
high ranking government people there 
would follow Svetlana’s example if 
they could be sure of being received at 
once? 


Now it appears our policy is to dis­ 
courage defectors, and to make it clear 
that we do not really want them be­ 
cause we prefer the friendship of the 
Soviet government. 
Of course we shall never get it. for 
t h e ^ K rein 1 i n con 1 cl not be a re a I f ri e n d 
of the Tinted States without destroying 
communism. That it will.never do. 
It will pretend that communism is a 
success, and it must vilify all capitalist 
countries as the only means of retain­ 
ing control of the people of the Soviet 
Union.

friends with America, and to admit that 
we are not the villains that Soviet prop­ 
aganda maintains we are, would make 
it impossible for the Soviet union to 
control its own people. It can do this 
only by its hate propaganda against us. 
We may sacrifice our national exist­ 
ence in an effort to achieve friendly 
relations with the Soviet union, but this 
cannot be done s h o r t of accepting 
Marxism. 
We have gone much too far in that 
direction already, and refusal to accept 
Svetlana initially makes it look as if our 
leadership is determined to go still 
farther, possibly all the way.

No country has a press equal to 
that of the United States. Newspapers 
represent a bod y of independent 
thought that is indispensable to the 
preservation of our economic and poli­ 
tical liberty. 
When the suggestion was made re­ 
cently that the best interest of con­ 
sumers might be served by more strin­ 
gent regulation of advertising, no great 
imagination was needed to see the con­ 
nection between restricted advertising 
and press censorship. 
The close relationship between ad­ 
vertising and the free press was pre­ 
sented by C. B. Dyke, in the Fair mount, 
N. D., Star., In his words, the hometown 
newspaper reader “wants his weekly 
to tell him about his friends, goings 
and comings, births, weddings, all sorts 
of local happenings and the neighbor­ 
hood gossip. But he also wants to see 
what the local merchants have to offer 5 
in advertisements.

“It costs money to put out a news­ 
paper. Just like it costs money to run 
a grocery store, service station, gar­ 
age or cafe. The major income Is -de­ 
rived fr o m advertisers. 
Everyone 
knows that ‘Jones’ has a store in town, 
but they also like to see what he has 
to offer in his ad.” 
Active advertisers are the founda­ 
tion of the free press. That is why free­ 
dom of the press, freedom of enterprise 
and the unrestricted right to advertise 
will sink or swim together.
